COLD WEATHER FOR EASTER 


Chilling Wavé 8Weeps Eastward— 
Snow in Texaé<Ozark Fruit Hit. 


WASHINGTON, April. 8.—An — ice- 
chilled..wave is bearing down upon the 
Southern and Eastern. States to-night, 
bringing what promises to be a. record- 
breaking fall in temperatures. Weather 
Buréau experts were inclined to think 
furs and overcoats would be exceedingly 
popular in Haster parades Sunday.

BOYS’ REVOLUTIONARY CLUB 


Austrian Officials Horrified by Ef- 
frontery of Members.

LONDON, Thursday, April 9.—The 
Vienna correspondent of The Daily 
Mail wires: 

“ The Government has taken strong 
action against a ‘curious revolutionary 
movement among’ the boys of Vienna 
on-the ground that it is dangerous to 
the State. 

“For some years ‘a ‘culture club’ 
had ‘existed privately among the boys, 
but the membership became. so large 
that. the. President of the club applied , 
to. the Government for ‘permission to 
put a club’ for boys: of sixteen and 
over on a. legal basis. 

“When, the Government officials. re- 
\Ceived a copy of the proposed statutes 
they had a rude shock. Statute No. 
1. ‘calmly. provided for . the abolition 
of ‘the ‘home. Members of the. club 
were énjoined to put pressure on their 
parents so as to obtain flats for them- 
selves. 

“ Other» ttemi on the boys’ pro- 
gramme ‘were the election of school 
teacher's ahd the dismissal of unpop- 
ular teachers. Suggestions were: in- 
vited for up-to-date substitutes for 
such institutions as the home and 
school.

Dr. Goldstein was accomparied by 
| Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, President of the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Congrega= 
tions of Amierica; Dr. Bernard Draehi- 
man, Vice President; Dr. Moses Hymian- 
son of the Executive Committee, and 
Arthur Lucas, Secretary. 

The plea was made in the Executive 
Chamber just ‘after the Governor Had 
completed a hearing on pending i¢gis- 
lation and was based on the possibility 
of new evidence developing in the second 
trial of Becker. It so completely un- 
nerved the Executive. that~ he’ had. to 
retire to his private office for a time 
before he could continue his duties. . 

“ That~was the most difficult experi- 
ence of my life,”’ he' said when ‘he re- 
‘turned to his desk in the main room. 

Originally it was planned: that ‘ the 
mother, brother,. and sister of “‘ Whitey 
Lewis’’ Sidenshner and the. sister and 
mother of ‘“ Dago: Frank” Cirofici 
shouJd. accompany the clergymen and 
plead for Executive interference.

‘The Constitutional: Convention, which 
under the mandate of Tuesday’s ref- 
erendum will meet /next April, may 
either revise the Constitution of the 
State of New York or else draft an en- 
tirely new. organic law for the State. 
Persons who have made a study of the 
subject have frequently voiced the opin- 
ion that the iatter course would be the 
wiser, on the: ground that the present 
Constitution is. antiquated in all its 
parts and should be cast off as an out- 
worn garment in order that the ham- 
pering restraint it now .exercises, on the 
broadening activities of the, State Gov- 
ernment may be eliminated.

FIGHT ELECTION LAW BILL. 


Citizens’ Union Files a Protest with 
Gov. Glynn. 


‘The Citizens’ .Union filed ‘a protest 
with Gov. Glynn yesterday against the 
approval of Senator Blauvelt’s bill 
amending the election law on. the ground 
that with some good provisions it aimed 
to incorporate in. the election law 
changes that would vastly enhance op- 
portunities for corrupting the ballet and 
others that would increase the cost of 
the election machinery, especially in 
New York City. What is regarded as 
one of the most vicious provisions of 
the bill reduces from 100 to 15 the num- 
ber of challenge affidavits to be de- 
livered to an election district in New 
York City. - These affiaavits are used 
chiefly by civic workers who act as 
watchers at the polls for tne purpose 
of challenging yersons whom they have 
reason to suspect are preparing to vote 
fraudulently.. The Citizens’ Union in its 
memorandum filea witn the Governor 
points out that designing election in- 
spectors might waste these affidavits 
early .in the day in useless challenges; 
and thus leave the watchers powerless 
to take care of proper challenges. An- 
other provision would reduce the basis 
of an election district in New York City 
from 500 to 350 and compel the chang- 
ing of election districts in —_ city this 
ear if the number of voters 
n them exceeds 400. This, it is pointed 
out, would bring about confusion oe 
cause the boundary lines of a rity 
of election districts in the city would 
have to be changed abruptly. It would 
also increase by 25 per cent. the num- 
of necessary election officials and 
thus: boost the cost of elections. 

The Citizens’ Union is preparing to 
urge at the extra session the enactment 
of what there is of good in the Blau- 
velt bill’s provisions, together with these 
other changes in. the election law: 

That the election district shall be the 
primary district; that the signature law 
be. made applicable to primary elections; 
that schoolhouses be used for polling 
places; that any citizen over the age of 

21. years may act as a watcher or-chal- 
lenger; that the provision defining 
. tine ay ” as a place of ‘‘abode” be 
repealed. 

Ail these propositions were before the 
Legislature at ‘the regular session and 
‘were passed by the Republican Assem- 


bly, but Serenten by the Democratic 
Senate.

FRANK IS FOUND NORMAL 


His Counsel Confirm Statement 
That Stover. Girl’s Testimony 
Has Been Impeached.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 8.—Detective W. 
4. Burns conferred this afternoon with 
Solicitor General Hugh Dorsey in regard 
to the case of Leo M. Frank, under sen- | 
tence of death for the murder of Mary 
Phagan. Mr. Burns called on the So- 
licitor to examine the physical evidence 
in the case. Mr. Dorsey was asked if 
Mr. Burns had convinced him of the 
innocence of Frank. 

“He didn’t even try,” answered Mr. 
Dorsey. 

Mr. Burns after the conference and 
after his examination of the physical 
evidence—the notes, the clothing worn 
by the slain girl, &c.—asserted that he 
was more firmly convinced than ever 
that the crime was committed by a per- 
vert. 

“That is one point the Solicitor and 
I agree upon,” said Mr. Burns. 

This undoubtedly means that Mr. 
Burns in his report will declare Frank 
innocent and brand the negro, Jim Con- 
ley, as the murderer. Mr. Burns has 
said repeatedly that Frank was normal. 
He has been collecting evidence to show 
that Conley is abnormal. 

Mr. Burns has declared that when a 
man is not normal the fact can be es- 





tablished by proper investigation. In 
the past twenty-four hours six physi- 
cians, among them specialists on ner- 
vous diseases. have made thorov-’ 
aminations of Frank. While cc 
cians refuse to discuss the visit to 
Frank’s cell it is saia they made the ex- 
amination for Detective Burns. It is 
said that these pnysicians unanimously 
agreed in a report that Frank was nor- 
mal physically and mentally, and that 
they were unable to discover the slight- 
est trace of degeneracy. 

The. next step of Frank’s attorneys 

1 be to obtain permission for Mr. 
Burns to interview Conley. The attor- 
neys also ask that physicians be per- 
mitted to examine the negro. The. at- 
torneys believe. the physicians will re- 
port that Conley is a degenerate.

Receive News of Rabbis’ Failure 
Calmly—Cirofici May Confess.

OSSINING, N. Y., April 8—News of 
the Governor’s refusal to change his 
decision in the gunmen’s case reached 
the death house at Sing Sing late this 
afternoon. The:four gunmen heard the 
news with calmness. Through Warden 
Clancy, the prison chaplains, and rela- 
tives, who visited them in their under- 
ground chambers, they sent word to the 
public that they had not broken down, 
and would not break down.

Mr. Asquith had resigned his-seat in 
the House of Commons on March 31, 
when he’ establisied a precedent by 
taking the Secretaryship for War as

custom, a Member of Parliament on ac- 
eppting an ‘office of profit under the

UNDOUBTED RADIUM CURES. 


‘Prof. Czerny Mas Reports on 4,000 

Cases of Cancer Treated. — 
Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 
| BERLIN, April 8:—Prof.. Czerny, a 
celebrated Heidelberg surgeon, pub- 
lishes in the current number of the 
Deutsche Revue a- summary of the 
‘results observed by him in 4,000 cases 
of cancer treated by radium since 
1906. 

He comes to the conclusion that 
cures have undoubtedly been effected 
by means of radium and mesothori- 
um, although-they have been perma- 
hent in only some of the cases, 

Prof. Czerny heartily favors the 
acquisition by the Imperial Govern- 
ment of large supplies of radio-active 
substances for invalids entitled to the 
benefits of the State insurance sys- 
tem. He declares that radium and 
mesothorium are an invaluable auxil- 
iary: to. surgery in the treatment of 
malignant growths, and that in cases 
where surgery cannot be employed 
they are indispensable. 

He thinks it premature to substi- 
tute radium. for .operations, He 
favors the removal of cancers by the 
knife and then the application of 
radium for the prevention of a)recur- 
rence of the growth. 

Prof. Czerny himself has from the 
beginning combined operations with 
radium, and is convinced that this 
system promises- the best results. He 
treats superficial cancer with meso- 
thorium.

BELFAST, April §—Militant suffra- 
gettes created so much .confusion and 
noise .in ,the Police. Court’ here to-day, 
when - Dorothy Evans and Madge Muir; 
officials. of the Belfast branch of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union, 
were brought up for.trial, that the pro- 
ceedings were adjourned. 

The two women were charged with 
having in their possession explosives for 
the purpose of committing a felony. 

The court was crowded with women 
when the prisoners were brought in, 
and, acting apparently on a signal, they 
raised such a din that neither the 
Magistrate nor the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney could make himself heard. The 
suffragettes kept up the uproar for a 
long time. Forty of them were ejccted 
from the court, but the noise still con- 
tinued, and the Magistrate finally de- 
cided to suspend the sitting. 

As they were led out the two prison- 
ers shrieked that they would not permit 
the holding of a court. 

After passing a short period in the 
cells, Miss Muir and Miss Evans were 
again brought into court. Both tried 
to dash through the door into the street, 
and in the struggle with the officiais 
Miss Evans fainted. 

When placed in the prisoners’ enclos- 
ure Miss Muir hurled a gripsack at the 
magistrate’s head. He promptly re- 
manded both the accused in custody.

‘THACKERAY RELICS SOLD. 
Volume of Drawings Brings $3,390 

—~Belonged te Author's Daughter.

LONDON, April &—By order’ of 
Lady Ritchie, several interesting man- 
uscripts of her father, W. M. Thack- 
eray, Were sold at Sotheby’s to-day. ~ 

“Notes for the Four Georges,” & 
quarto volume lettered thus by the. 
author on the top cover, brought 
$2,000. There are thirteen and a 
half pages in Thackeray’s autograph, 
about eighty pages in the handwrift- 
ing of amanuenses, and six pages of 
American names and addresses.- at 
the end, a few of them, including 
“* Roosevelt, 836 Broadway," in Thack- 
eray’s writing. Among the auto- 
graph notes is “The Sale of George 
TV.’s wardrobe, which took three 
waggons to move from Windsor to 
London.” Two pages of autograph 
notes. are about ‘manners and events 
of the latter part of the fourteenth 
century, no doubt taken for the novel 
which Thackeray, ashe told Motley, 
intended to write on thé reign of 
Henry V. 

A yolume of Thackeray’s drawings, 
fragments’ of letters, &c,, from 1829 
till 1850, pasted in by Edward Fitz- 
Gerald, the translator of Omar Khay- 
yam, and bequeathed by him to Annie 
Thackeray, Dec. 25, 1864, was sold 
for $3,390. The volume is accom- 
panied by a description of its contents 
written by Lady Ritchie, and con- 
tains all that remains of the letters 
and drawings sent by Thackeray to 
FitzGerald, except nine drawings 
given by the latter to Miss Church- 
yard. 

Among the other valuable items in 
the sale was a “Horae Beatae 
Mariae Virginis, ad Usum Romanum,” 
with calendar, Paris, 1498. It was 
knocked down for $850. It is one of 
Simon Vostre’s earliest ‘‘ Roman 
Hours,” and is excessively rare.

Fortunately, says The Standard, 
there are many indications that some 
of the leading trade unions will refuse 
to eo-operate, but the Syndicalists 
have not abandoned their plans. The 
projected date of the general strike 


is the Autumn of 1914, or the begin- 
ning of 1915.

DAMAGES IN SUITS 


Judge Veeder Rules on Infringe- 
ment of the Lodge 
Patent. 


LITTLE USED BY INVENTOR 


National Electric Signaling Co.’s 
Appeal from Previous Adverse De- 
cision to be Heard Soon. 


Judge. Van Vechten Veeder in the 
Unrfited ‘States Distriet Court in Brook- 
lyn, yesterday handed down a suppte~ 
mentary memorandum to his decision in 
the suits brought by the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Company of Ameftica 
against the National Electric Signaling 
Company. In the memorandum Judge 
Veeder holds that the Marconi Company 
is not entitled to damages for the in- 
fringement of the Lodge patent by the 
National Eléctrie Signaling Company 
because of the iong time that has 
elapsed since the patent was first in- 
fringed. He says the owners of the 
patent made no previous attempt to as- 
sert their ownership or to complain of 
the infringement. The Lodge patent 
was finally putehased by the Marcont 
Company. An appeal from Judge Veed- 
er’s decision in both suits brotight by 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com- 
pany of America has been taken on be- 
half of the National Electric Signaling 
Company, and will be heard in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
to-day or to-morrow. 


The memorandum of Judge Veeder is 
as follows: 


“Prior to the settlement of the de- 
crées in these. suite the quvstion of 
laches in connection with the Ledge 
patent was, tinder the defendant's peti- 
tidn freargued. Counsel for the defend- 
ant now asserts that he intended to 
taise that issue. Of course his intention 
could be gathered only from what he 
said and did. The defense of laches was 
set up in the twentieth paragraph of the 
atiswér having regard to the language 
used and upon comparison with the 
manner in which the two patents in 
issue, and one which Wag withdrawn, 
were carefully set forth by number in 
each of the other joint defenses, it seems 
plain to mé that the defénsé related to 
Marconi Patent 11,913 alone. The de- 
fendant’s explanation that the patent 
number there given merely fixed a date 
serves only to make the alle ation ain- 
biguous. Lacnes is attributed to ‘ said 
complaint and patentee,’ not ‘ pat- 
entees,’ as feference to a plurality of 
patents would require, and was used in 
such connection in the preceding ard in 
other paragranhs of the answer. 

‘The testimony new relied upon by 
the defendants in support of laches was 
equally relevant to the defences of non- 
user and lack'‘of utility. My attention 
has been called to one statement in this 
record whete evidence was expressly 
offered in support of laches, and in that 
instance the evidence was exeluded: In 
neither of the oral arguments precéding 
and following the filing of a forma) 
brief did the defendant’s counsel refer 
to laches in connection with the Lodge 
patent. In its elabdérate printed brief 
laches was referred to in the last pafa- 
graph of the section 6f the argument re- 
lating to Seateetone by reason of Lodge's 
prior publications. In the complain: 
ant’s printed brief reference was madé 
to laches, but the subject was dismissed 
with the satemerit, efe nts afn- 
swer in the first stiit (Paragraph 20) al- 
leges laches against the first Marconi 
ear but not agaifst the Lodge pat» 


“In the elaborate argument which fol- 
lowed, aftet & long interval that state- 
ment was not challenged by the de- 
fendant’s counsel nor was any reference 
made py them to the subjeét. In the re- 
ply brief thereafter filed on behalf of 
the defendants lacties was referred to 
in a singlé sentence. While, therefore, 
po eorclusion that laches was not pléead- 

was affirmed justly by the records, 
the complainant now affixes an objec= 
tion of, this seore and submits the issue 
upon the méfits, insisting that the de- 
fense has not been affrmatively estab- 
lished by briefs. So far as the ¢laim to 
injunctive relief is concerned I agree the 
defendant refers to only. four or fve 
pages in the evidence in support of its 
eontention, and this testimony is either 
vague or conflicting.

A-NEW JERSEY OMEN. 

The peril of Administration inter- 
ference in a political contest has 
again been illustrated in the Seventh 
Congressional District of-New Jersey. 
President WILSON wrote a letter. to 
Mr. O'BYRNE, the Democratic candi- 
date, giving him his. ‘* warm indorse- 
ment,” and Administration orators 
visited the district and did their best 
for the Democrats, but DRUKKER, the 
Republican candidate, carried the 
district by a plurality exceeding 5,000. 
At once it is said that this is a rebuke 
for the Administration, and especiul- 
ly to President Witson. In some 
quarters the gratuitously foolish com- 
ment is made that it is in particular 
a rebuke to President WiLson for 
seeking to secure a repeal of the 
canal tolls exemption. 

The election of a Republican candi- 
date in this district is in no sense a 
personal ‘“‘ rebuke”’ to President W1L- 
SON. It is a reverse for him only as 
he is a member of the party that is 
defeated. The rebuke to the Dem- 
ocratic Congress is plainly to be seen. 
The sins of this Congress, its in- 
capacity, its countless follies, its lack 
of guiding principle and of author- 
itative leaders, and its marked dispo- 
sition to embark upon radical ven- 
tures have, it now seems probable, 
cost the Democratic Party the confi- 
dence of the country. We believe 
that Mr. Wiuson, on the other hand, 
is regarded as a check upon the 
vagaries of the Democratic House 
and Senate. Trade is dull, there is a 
wide depression in. business, ‘the 
people of the country are not making 
as much money as they ought to 
make, or are accustomed to make, 
and naturally and according to age- 
long habit they are holding the party 
in power responsible. The Seventh is 
a Republican district, it is a pro- 
tectionist district. Probably a great 
many of the voters’blame the tariff 
for the bad times. Anyhow, they 
blame Congress and the Democrats, 
and they have taken the first means 


‘at hand to apply the corrective. 


It is a salutary process. When the 
opposition is impotent we all know 
that the party in power abuses its 
authority. It is not improbable that 
a majority of the people of the coun- 
try now desire and intend the elec- 
tion of a Republican House next No- 
vember. There is no great probabil- 
ity that the present Democratic 
House will take warning. It will 
continue to mess and muddle in its 
characteristically incompetent way 
with the anti-trust bills, for which 
there is not the slightest reason or 
excuse, and which are one of the 
causes of the withdrawal of confi- 
dence from the’ Democratic Party, 
and, of course, defeat in a single dis- 
trict and the prospect of defeat in 
the country next Fall cannot possibly 
put brains and steadiness and prin- 
ciple into the Democratic majority.

NEW YORK’S SILLY ELECTION. 

Ts it possible that Gov. GLiynn can 
have kept a straight face while he 
was saying, writing, or dictating the 
statement that the vote cast on the 
Constitutional Convention question 
on Tuesday “ plainly shows that the 
“people desire a revision of the Con- 
* stitution ’? Who are the “ people ”? 
Can one-fifth of the legal voters of 
the State of New York be called the 
people? At the Presidential election 
in 1912 there were cast -in round 
numbers 1,600,000 votes. On the con- 
stitutional issue on. Tuesday there 
were cast in round numbers 300,000. 
There was nothing lacking either in 
the importance of the issue or in the 
opportunity for the voter to express 
his will. Certainly, few things are 
more important than the organic law 
of the State, and the polls were dpen 
during the statutory hours. Yet more 
than four-fifths of the voters did not 
take interest enough in the matter to 
go to the polls.

GEORGIA’S MANIA. 

There has never been a finer oppor- 
tunity for the study of the “ psychol- 
ogy of the crowd” than that afforded 
by the extraordinary temper of the 
public mind in Georgia in respect to 
the Frank case. It is now beyond 
dispute that court, counsel, and jury 
were subjected to a tremendous pres- 
sure from reckless sensational news- 
papers, from the crowds In the street, 
and in the courtroom, all clamoring 
for the conviction of Frank. He was 
convicted, although the most careful 
examination of the evidence in the 
case fails to disclose any reasonable 
ground for a verdict of guilty. Now 
the excitement is spreading from the 
newspapers and the crowds into poli- 
tics. 

At the meeting of the Democratic 
Executive Committee of Cobb County, 
held on Tuesday, an extraordinary set 
of resolutions was adopted, in which 
Gov. SLATON was practically charged 
with retaining his office of Governor, 
although he has announced his can- 
didacy for the Senate, to enable 
to pardon FRANK in case no new tr 
is granted. Gov. SLATON’s law part- 
ners are attorneys for FRANK, and it 
is intimated that he had it in mind 
to “come to the rescue” of his part- 
ners, and the resolutions called upon 
him “to define his position conclu- 
sively in this matter” by resigning 
his office. Inasmuch as “this mat- 
ter” has not come before Gov. SLATOoN, 
and since the Cobb County Executive 
Committee cannot be supposed to have 
any actual knowledge of the Govern- 
or’s motives, this strange outburst 
must be ascribed to the prevailing 
mania in Georgia, the. mad rage for 
the execution of FRANK, innocent or 
guilty. 

These exhibitions suggest that Geor- 
gia just now is a practical field of 
study not only for the psychologist, 
but for the psychiatrist. Cobb County 
adjoins Fulton County, in which At- 
lanta is situated, but neighborhood in- 
fluence is no satisfactory explanation. 
Indeed, no explanation of this strange 
craze in Georgia can be found that 
makes any approach to being satis- 
factory. There is, as far as we know, 
no case on record in which practically 
entire communities have shut, their 
minds to the light of reason. 








HERE IS A GREAT JUDGE. 

We are sure that when Judge 
AusTton G. DayTON of the United 
States District Court for the Northern 
District of West Virginia opens his 
mouth there is profound silence in his 
courtroom. Even in rudest community 
the people would be resolved as one 
man that when such a Judge spoke, 
every word precious, every sentence 
a pearl, no thought or reference or 
allusion or shadow of meaning should 
be ‘lost. 

Judge DayYTON was at his best on 
Tuesday. At the very outset of his 
charge to the Grand Jury he declared 
that “ next to the saloon the tyranny 
of the press is the greatest evil threat- 
ening the people of the country and 
our civilization.’””’

The Associated Press can hardly be 
ealled gigantic, since it serves only 
some 800 newspapers out of more 
than 20,000 in the country. It is not 
a.monopoly, since it has flourishing 
rivals. It is not ‘selling the news” 
to anybody. It is a co-operative as- 
sociation engaged in collecting the 
news and distributing it to its mem- 
bers, who pay their pro-rata share 
of the cost. It does not serve ‘“ thou- 
sands of newspapers,” but only 800. 
The news service supplied to its mem- 
bers is fair and impartial, and it is 
not ‘‘made to serve personal and 
selfish motives.” This last statement 
of the Judge's is, of course, slander- 
ous, malicious, and actionable, but who 
on earth would want to bring an action 
against a man who can compose such 
a sentence as that quoted above with- 
out blundering into some statement of 
fact? This man is a genius. Admire 
and acclaim him for what he is and 
do not fret his mind by calling him 
to account as though he were a com- 
mon man. The rare judicial quality 
of Justice DaAyTon’s cerebral appa- 
ratus shines forth again in this pass- 


age, which we take from his charge: 


to the Grand Jury: 


I have hope that the time will 
speedily come when combinations of 
rich men or employers of labor on 
the one hand and the laboring men on 
the other will be prevented by a law 
backed by public opinion.

Much vote there will doubt-

much comment. Doubtlessly, also, the 

comment will vary as widely as do opin- 

ions regarding the propriety and the 
expediency of woman suffrage. 

Some people, of course, will lay much 
stress on the fact that, of the 217,000 
women who registered, only 100,000 
were sufficiently interested in the elec- 
tion, in spite of all the talk there has 
been about it, to go to the polls. The 
fact, however, that slightly less tharr 50 
per cent. of the women voters failed to 
do their duty—or to exercise their privi- 
lege, if one chooses to look at it that 
way—must be Interpreted in the light 
of the other fact, that only slightly 
more than 50 per cent. of the registered 
men took the trouble to vote. This, in 
ordinary circumstances, would be ‘taken 
as showing that popular concern about 
the result of the election was not keen; 
but the circumstances were not ordi- 
nary, and the suffragists. will find it 
difficult to explain, and still more dif- 
ficult to excuse, the conduct of their 
stay-at-homes. 

That all the-woman candidates were 
defeated, and with the biggest majori- 
ties by their least reputable rivals, is 
another mystery for which many and 
various solutions will be offered. 

But what does stand clearly out of 
these mists of uncertainty is that Chi- 
cago has struck a heavy, perhaps fatal, 
blow at the belief so confidently ex- 
pressed by every suffragist that the 
woman voters in any community would 
stand together and exert, whether suc- 
cessfully or not, all their influence in 
behalf of the causes that especially in- 
terested them as a sex. There is no evi- 
dence or even hint of such solidarity in 
these returns. The woman vote was a 
divided one, and evidently divided along 
just the lines, good and bad, with which 
men have made us. familiar. 

The stories of women who did and 
said foolish things at the polls could 
all be paralleled by like stories of men, 
and are without significance. The im- 
portant revelation is that the women 
will not vote as women—a revelation 
reassuring or disquieting according to 
whether one wants them to do that or 
not. 


While the outcome of 
the trial. to which the 
Rev. Jacop E. Price has 
been subjected will prob- 
ably seem fairly satis- 
factory to disinterested observers of 
such part of the proceedings as were 
visible and audible, it is evident that 
neither the defense nor the prosecution 
is content with the verdict. ~The de- 
fense considers ‘‘admonishment” a 
penalty too severe for pardonable, even 
commendable, manifestations of inno- 
cently affectionate sympathy, while the 
prosecution, looking at the acts in ques- 
tion from a different standpoint, com- 
plains loudly of it as inadequate. 

This difference of opinion is one that 
can go on till it loses interest — which 
will not be soon, among the contend- 
ing factions in the church—and that 
it can do so, that no real conclusion or 
settlement ‘has been reached, is due 
wholly to the fact that the trial was 
conducted behind closed doors. 

It is a result that might. have been 
expected. There is a general and well 
founded tendency. to believe that secret 
trials. are likely to be unfair trials. 
No exception is made in the case of 
chureh trials, though in them the ad- 
verse expectation is rather of justice 
withheld. than of injustice inflicted. 
And the only avowable reason for a 
secret church.trial-——the desire to re- 
strict as narrowly as possible the un- 
seemly details of; scandalous accusa- 
tions —- was not. upheld in this instance. 
Probably it never is, The stories told 
behind the closed doors. were also *told 
outside, and told, too, without the mod- 
ifications -and qualifications. which 
cross-examination so often produces. 
The feared ‘ publicity ’’ was therefore 
not escaped, and it was more ‘‘ sénsa- 
tional’. than it would. have been had 
no attempts at concealment been made.

Unpopular Review, is very sedate and 
Stately in appearance, and though, its 
contributors discuss only large and 
solemn subjects, yet there are traces of 
humor on many of its pages, and on not 
a few of them appear more or less suc- 
cessful jokes. One of: the ‘writers, for 
instance, does not hesitate to imagine a 
reporter who drew the seclusive Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER within questioning distance 
by the ingenious device of slipping un- 
der the modern Croesus’s window at 
night and there ‘‘ making a sound like 
an extra dividend.’’ 

That will strike a good many people 
as really and considerably funny. It 
is the more amusing, perhaps, because 
what may be called its method or plan 
has for some time been familiar. The 
jest is, indéed, a variant rather than 
an.invention, but even in variation there 
can be originality, and it is present here. 

It might be well if the date when 
that jest, or rather that particular sort 
of jest, appeared could be definitely 
fixed. Its birth was not remote, for the 
species started, if we are not mistaken, 
only a few years ago with a brief story 
of a father who told his son that the 
Way, or a good way, to bring rabbits 
within gunshot was to get behind a 
stone wall and make a noise like a 
turnip. Where the first appearance was 
we do not recall, but the little story 
was printed all over the country, and 
since ‘then there have been innumerable 
utilizations of the idea it contained. 

A joke that appeals to as many minds 
as this one evidently does is worthy of 
careful study, and we cannot know too 
much about it. The originator of it is 
therefore asked—and very respectfully, 
since he has rendered the world a real 
service by adding to the number of its 
smiles—to come forward and tell us 
how he happened to evolve the queer 
notion that so promptly caught the at- 
tention of so many people. 


THE PHARAOHS’ MUMMIES. 


Cairo Museum Needs Funds to Pro- 
tect Them from Decay. 


19 the Lditor of *he New York Times: 

I would like to bring to the notice of those 
American travelers who may be interested 
in the preservation of the mummies of the 
Egyptian Pharaohs the following facts: To 
prevent their entire destruction in a few 
years from the conditions undér which they 
are now kept, Mr. Maspero, the eminent 
Egyptologist now in charge of the °Cairo 
National Museum, told me it would take 
150,000 francs ($30,000) to have them prop- 
erly protected in air-tight glass and shown 
under proper: light. 

The funds of the museum are strained to 
the utmost in conducting the collection and 
preservation of the vast fields of antiquities 
being explored, and have not been able to 
properly protect these wonderful relics of 
3,000 and more years of humanity. 

Nothing in the line of such interest can 
ever be hoped to be found again, and they 
should be protected at once and made as 
lasting as possible for the interest of suc- 
ceeding generations. In particular, the 
mummy of Sete I., the father of the great 
Hameses II., who was buried 3,206 years 
ago, and whose appearance is as if he had 
but just closed his eyes, should be protected 
from decay. The mummy of his long-lived 
son, Rameses, who died at not less than 
90 years of age (Mr. Maspero thinks nearer 
#6) after. a reign of sixty-seven years, is in 
excellent preservation and, considering his 
advanced age at the time of his death, is no 
less realistic than his father, Sete I. 

These actual bodies, of these greatest men 
of their day, bring to our eyes and our 
realization what they actually looked like, 
and they are so interesting that they should 
be perpetuated. The fungus, which comes 
{in little patches on their bodies, and the 
almost impossible avoidance of beetles and 
the effect of light will soon, in thirty to 
fifty years, make them no longer interesting. 

If a general subscription could be taken 
up and the funds sent to the Director of the 
Cairo Museum this can be averted. Some 
ene should make the start, 
wish to make that start, and know of no 
way but to write to the editor of some 
paper whose subscribers are among those 
who would be iikely to be interested. To 
any one who has felt the wonderful interest 
developed in a visit to Egypt, I feel sure 
this appeal will meet with approval, and 
if each one would send a check of even 
$1 to the order of the Director of the Na- 
tional Museum in Cairo, specifying that it is 
toward a fund for preservation of the royal 
mummies, I think the sum would be realized.

Traveler in Bagdadi Sees a Lesson 
for America. 


To the Editor of The Nex York Times: 

One does not come to Bagdadi for the pur- 
pose of writing a ‘‘ good-roads’’ letter, or, 
indeed, any other letter. As an incident of 
travel I have three hours of daylight to pass 
in this wretched little hamlet of Arabs. The 


khan here is one of the worst of the four- 


teen whieh I have sampled all the way from 
Aleppo down the Euphrates Valley. I am 
sitting on its shaky roof, staring at the un- 
mitigated desert hills just across the river; 
at the unmitigated desert hills behind ~ on 
this side; and at a mitigating grove of a 
hundred or more palm trees which are the 
raison d’etre of Bagdadi, (Bagdad, the big 
city, now the pole of all my soul’s desire, is 
still four days’ journey distant.) 

That which has to-day specially moved me 
to write this letter is the fact that in this 
morning’s progress three excellent new stone 
bridges were crossed. They span three of 
the vexatious wadis, or ravines of occasional 
torrents which break the great desert stretch- 
ing southward from the Euphrates to Ara- 
bia’s end. 

These bridges, and three others about one 
hundred miles up the valley, are great with 
meaning. They mean that, while confronting 
a world of war and trouble in Europe, the 
Turkish Government is not unmindful of 
this remote region, where in the past com- 
munications were only such as nature and 
the Arabs permitted. _Now both the desert 
and the desert’s unruly son are being curbed 
by a hand that reaches from Constantinople. 

I speak of this element of the road prob- 
lem here in order that the Turkish renais- 
sance may the more clearly appear in its true 
value. We found it hard in Fauquier County, 
Va., in.my neighborhood, to raise $75,000 for 
good roads in a peaceful, prosperous com- 
munity, What success would the movement 
have had if, while road construction was in 
progress, it had been necessary to raise an 
army and subdue elusive Arabs?

Must Be Men of Experience and 
Unhampered by Politics. — 
To the Editor uf she New York Times: | 
The resignation of James J. Clancy aa! 
Warden of Sing Sing Prison is an event 
that has, for several redsons, unusual 
significance. Mr, Clancy has stated 
with great candor the reasons that in- 
duced him to resign. The principal rea- 
son, as alleged by him in an interview 
reported in yesterday’s press, was his 
lack of experience and consequent igno- 
rance of the work to be done. He says: 
““The Warden should be selected from 
among the keepers or others who have 
had a large amount of experience. 
There is nothing more ridiculous than 
the selection of a man like myself who 
has no such experience.”’ . 
These statements, so frankly made, do 
honor to Mr. Clancy, and they convey 
a valuable message to the public. A 
warm heart and a large brain alone do 
not qualify a man to fill the Warden- 
ship of a prison. The administration 
of a prison must be governed, in this 
modern age, upon the principles estab- 
lished by the science of penology. The 
proper treatment of prisoners requires 
an acquaintance with those methods 
and agencies which have been proved by 
scientific experiment to be most effec- 
tual in reforming and rehabilitating the 
prisoners. No Warden can administer 
a prison with success unless he has a 
scientific knowledge of what has been 
developed and accomplished through 
the studies and experience of the great 
leaders in prison reform; and such sci- 
entific knowledge can only be acquired 
and practically applied by personal ex- 
perience in dealing with prisoners.: 
There are to-day, in the prisons of this 
State, men who have had long expe- 
rience, as guards or in other subordinate 
posts, who possess both the ‘scientific 
knowledge and the executive ability 
qualifying them to fill with success the 
office of Warden of Sing Sing Prison. 
It is earnestly hoped that the candidate 
for the vacancy may be selected from 
some such competent source, and that 
he will have a free hand in discharging 
his duties unhampered by political in- 
fluences.

High -School Teachers Urge Five 
Recitations a Week.

SAYS THEY FIX COAL RATES. 
Coal Operator: Assails Financiers 
Who Control Southern Railway. 


_ , Special to The Neto York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—B. L. Du- 
laney, an independent coal operator of 
Bristol, Tenn., charges in a letter sent 
to Senator Tillman and read to-day in 
the Senate that the rates on coal for 
the big roads of the country are fixed 
by a small group of financiers. These 
rates, ‘he declared, are to the disad- 
vantage of the South. : 

“It is well known that the group of 
financiers, .mainly in New York, con- 
trol the transportation ‘of the country,” 
says Mr. Dulaney. ‘‘ But while they 
control the transportation of-the whole 
country their “ownership of industrial 
enterprise -is limited to certain parts of 
the country, and, for example, the’ coal 
industry of Pen Ivania; hence the 
flagrant abuse in the practice of rate 
making to favor their own coal and 
destroy independent coal mines.” 

Continuing. the writer declares that 
the rates of South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, and a portion of Virginia are 
the highest, while a manufacturer on 
the. Pennsylvania lines pays less~ by 
from 30 to 60 per cent. freight on fuel 
than is paid by the manufacturer on 
the Boutbera lines for the same distance

PLAN FOR LONELY GIRLS. 


Three Can Co-operate to Rent a 
Small Apartment. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For some years I maintained in my apart- 
ment that ‘‘extra room’ which so many 
flat dwellers let out with the end in view 
of reducing the rent, this room dedicated 
to any girl who needed it. Various girls 
have passed through that room. Some have 
preferred to go out to a cheap restaurant and 
pay ten cents for breakfast rather than make 
a cup of tea and a piece of toast in a little 
blue and white ‘kitchen, Others have left 
the room so untidy, the kitchen. and all 
things about them generally, that I have 
sighed and wondered what has become of 
the old-fashioned girl! The little “extra 
room ’’ is no longer kept for girls who need 
it, for I concluded there were no girls who 
needed it or wanted it, which is more to 
the point. 

But, still, with the belief that if girls 
had an independent home place, they would 
be happy, I furnished ‘In dainty style an 
apartment with sleeping places for three, a 
kitchen, dining room and sitting room. The 
dishes have been broken, the linen left un- 
laundered, the curtains twisted back in 
strings, No, a woman in New York does 
not need to be lonely or without a home, 
unless there is something radically wrong 
with her make-up, that part of it which 
comes undef the heading of womanliness, 

If three girls, even at the lowest, wages 
paid to working girls, will combine their 
week's salaries they can rent a little apart- 
ment and furnish it according to the time- 
Payment system. Many little economies may 
be practiced in the apartment home, such 
as washing out the small pieces of cloth- 
ing, cooking inexpensive dishes, and so on. 
The home-loving and home-making woman 
need not be lonely in New ‘York. But the 
independence of housekeeping is. so often 
mistaken for the license of un¢haperonage 
that ft is difficult for the right. sort of girls 
to get together, but in a city of millions it 
is not an impossibility for two or three kin- 
dred souls to meet. 

In passing may I ask, is it not the fault 
of men that the old-fashioned, home-making, 
and home-loving girl is no more, or hard 
to find?

She Quotes Liberally to Show 
the Sad Effect of ‘Unchecked 
Masculine Civilization.’ 


BAD IN FOREIGN QUARTERS 


‘ 


Notably Among the Toda, Tshi and 
-Takulienne Women—Tony Wel- 
ter Is Criticised, | 


For the first time since she began her 
series-of lectures on the ldrger feminism 
Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman brought 
bookloads of authorities to read from, 
in. her lecture on the effect of an url- 
checked masculine civilization . on 
women, given at the Hotel Astor yes- 
terday. Mrs. Gilman was piqued -be- 
eause some careless journalists had 
previously attributed to her the words 
she quoted with approval from Spencer, 
Huxley, Ward, and other social scien- 
tists. So she read her quotations ver- 
batim from the books yesterday,. labeled 
them distinctly as not her own, and 
begged the reporters not to do her an 
injustice again. 

The effect of unchecked masculine 
civilization on woman nature, according 
to Spencer, Ward, and the other scien- 


tists—ineluding Mrs. Gilman, for after 
a while she yielded to the outbursts of 
feminist applause and added quite. a 
little of her own—seemed to be worst in 
far-off and unheard-of countries where 
lived the Toda women, the Tshi women, 
the New Zealandines and the Takuli~ 
ennes; and none of those was among 
yesterday’s audience. 

Mrs. Gilman wasn’t tg ‘anyone. 
She made that very clear. ° e wasn't 
pons her charges at the husband, 
rother, son, or sweetheart of any 
woman there present. Men of to-day 
Were merely products of past civiliza- 
tion, just as the women were. More- 
over, feminists were beyond the period 
of tirading against the ‘‘ tyrant man.’’ 
Women of to-day, she said, were 
merely in a quicksand ‘or quagmire, 
and their business wasn’t to blame any- 
one, but merely to get out.. 

Mrs. Gilman opened with Herbert 
Spencer, whose utterances. being not 
seri 4 news, were not noted down quite _ 
as industriously as were the utterances 
of Mrs. Gilman. Mr. Spencer told of 
the suffering of women under the ego- 
tism of men, and how whole tribes had 
disappeared as a result of the ill-treat- 
ment of the women. 

“Spencer, not Gilman,”’ explained Mrs. 
Gilman. 

Mr. Spencer was followed by Mr. 
Ward, who pointed out that no male 
brute maltreats the female, and that 
abuse of the female by the male boy 
an exclusively human. characteristic. 
The assembled feminists applauded. 

‘Ward, not Gilman,” explained Mrs. 
Gilman. 

Next came St. Chrysostom. He ‘spoke 
of woman as ‘a desirable affliction, 
‘a wicked work of nature covered py 
a beautiful vine,’’ and from’ the be- 
Rinning a ‘‘co-contractor with the 

evil.’’ 

‘* St. Chrysostom, not Gilman,’’ said 
Mrs. Gilman. 

‘The effect of such treatment and such 
a view of ‘woman, according to Ward, 
was to dwarf her nature, sap her 
strength, contract her brain, and cn- 
feeble her mind; and the wonder was 
that she did not sink below the human 
state altogether. 


The Woman Always Blamed, 


Next Mrs. Gilman read from the 
book of some woman writer to prove 


how throughout history it was a uni- 
versal habit to shoulder the evils of the 
world on woman, In Algeria it was 
held ‘by a fractional sort of Darwinism, 
that ‘woman was first made from. the 
tail.of a monkey; the Arabs held: that 
she was ‘created from the sins of 
Satan.’’ Hugo Weininger, the young 
German author who committed suicide, 
and was introduced by Mrs. Gilman 
as a representative German scientist 
of this advanced age, held that woman 
had no soul, and was “the visible ex- 

ression of man’s sins.’’ Mr. Weininger 

y his timely suicide escaped the hor- 
rified chorus of feminist ‘‘Ohs!”’ that 
greeted his blasphemy yesterday. 

Mrs. Gilman quoted many proverbs to 
show the age-long contempt in which 
women were held by man: “ Man is the 
whole world and the breath of God. 
“Woman is the rib and crooked part: of 
man.’ ‘“ As much pity to see a woman 
weep as to see a goose go barefoot! 
“Man. woman, and the devil are the 
three degrees of comparison.’ . Ruskin 
was no better—with his theory that wo- 
man was to be educated only so far a8 
to enable her to interpret her man—and 
Schoppenhauer was worse. 

“True, in comparatively recent years 
in Christian society and then only ‘in 
the small upper knightly class, there 
has arisen the tradition which we call 
chivalry,” said Mrs. Gilman, ‘in which 
special deference is to be paid to wo- 
man. Yet even at the height of chivalry 
man was allowed to kill his wife, as for 
certain offenses he is to-day; but for 
her to kill him was petty treason, pun- 
ishable by hanging and flaying. ,More- 
over, this ultra-courtesy was merely @ 
concession to weakness and was to 
held warranted only so long as woman 
chose to be weak.”’ 

Taking up the recent assertion in THS 
New York Times by Prof. William D. 
Sedgwick, that if women insisted on 
ceming forward they would evoke man’s 
sex pride and bring out the “brute in 
man, Mrs. Gilman said: 

“Can it- be possible that there is in 
man this terrific brute we’ve never sus- 
pected and which will be let loose if we 
don’t behave as he thinks we should? [- 
don’t believe it. No one does.’ Who is 
this brute? The man we all know—our 
brother, our friend, our husband, our 
grocer, baker, our street car conductor. 
Where is he going to rush? On his own 
women—his grandma, mother, aunt? Or 
is he going to rush at the other man’s 
wcemen. and are the others gol to let 
him? There is nothing to it. omen 
and men are united to-day, and anv 
ravaging brute will have to encounter 
not one woman but the whole family. 


Defense if Necessary. 


“Moreover,” confided Mrs. Gifman 
with a gleam in her. eye, “‘“we women 
are no longer the helpless sufferers of 
the past. Since even knives were in- 
vented, since pistols were invented, nice 
small neat pistols, the smallest woman 
can defend herself if she ‘really needs 
to: But the’ men we know are not 
brutes. We are not afraid of them. We 
aré more or less fond of them.’ . 

Mrs. Gilman took a leaf. from Tony 
Weller’s book—and: tore it up. She dis- 
cussed widows. i 

“To most men, even to this day, wo- 
manhood means motherhood,” she. said, 
“and women are preferred young. Men 
of whatever age selected t ag te 
women over and over again. arfare 
invariably killed off the young 
and accordingly the young women 
selected almost invariably by ol¢ 
The old men necessarily died 
course of time, and so the world has 
always been (filled with widows. 
Wouildn’t you suppose that these widows 
artificially produced. by-products of 
men’s, own making, would at léast re- 
ceive mercy from.men? Can you see 
any reason why such‘cruelties as burn- 
ing. and, maiming and burying alive 
should be practiced on these widows? 
It was not their fault that their old men 
died!

ASKS RICH WOMEN 
TO WORK FOR VOTES) 


Dr. Katharine Davis Tells Them 
Working and Professional 
Women Haven’t Time. 


SOCIETY FOLK HER HEARERS 


Intelligence of Women Is a Force 
for Civic Righteousness and Needs 
the Ballot, She Says.

Dr. Katharine Bement Davis made her 
first suffrage speech since she has been 
Commissioner of Correction at a meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Seven- 
teenth Senatorial District of the Wo- 
men’s Political Union at Sherry’s yes- 
terday afternoon. The audience was 
one’ of the most fashionable that ever 
gathered in force at a suffrage meeting 
in New York City.

““Women are growing more and more 
intelligent in civic affairs,’’ said Dr. 
Davis. ‘‘ The intelligence of women is 
backing up everything for civic right- 
eousness, and when the women have the 
power to back wih their convictions with 
the vote they will BS out and do it.” 

iss Helen d. who helped. the 
California vue pa in their fight 
for the vote, and who was a Factory In- 
spector in Illinois, told how necessary 
the vote was for the women and how 
well the men knew the value of the 
vote, as onée of them told her. Speaking 
of the ‘‘ indirect influence ”’ she said: 

‘‘Indirect influence is an_ abstract 
thing that no man wants and that he 
thinks every woman ought to have. 
The antis think an daurora borealis of 
indirect influence is something they, can 
throw at the Legislature for anything 
they want and they will get it. But if 
they tell you that they want anything 
that is against any big business influ- 
ence and that the Legislature will im- 
mediately fall down on its.knees and 
give it to them when they bring their 
laa influence to bear, don’t believe 


‘‘ With’ a death rate that would shame 
Siberia among the little children work- 
ing at the hot furnaces in the glass 
factories of Illinois, we women went 
down to the Legislature with our direct 
influence to have things changed. Those 
big business interests cared nothing for 
the lives of the little children; they 
cared only to get their work done as 
cheaply as possible. We had 20,000 
women’s names on a petition, and one 
of the men who was going to leave the 
Legislature because he said he could not 
make as much money in it as in the 
grocery business gave us a lesson. 

‘The names of those 20,000 women 
are worth as muc h as the names of so 
many mice,’ he said. ‘Go home and 
get the name. of your ashman, get, the 
namé ‘of a burglar, but get thé names 
of men who can vote, and then perhaps 
you will get what you want.’ 

Will Irwin told a story along the same 
lines apropos of the Triangle fire. He 
had heard that night the wails of the 
unhappy ones looking for those they 
had lost, a sound he could never forget, 
and told of meeting a grafting politician 
who explained to him the cause of the 
great loss of life in the fire, how it was 
impossible for women to get out of such 
a place, though men might have done it. 

“So the fire laws are made for men 
and not for women, is that it?’ Mr. 
Irwin asked. : 

“*Sure,’’ was the reply. 

is Why not for women?” 

“They ain’t got no vote,” 
answer. 

Mr. Bruére said that women of the 
city must look after the housing con- 
ditions, for the men had not the time. 
For people of moderate means there 
was no place to bring up children in 
the city, and houses were built with the 
idea that children did not exist. 

Women should be called to take 

equal responsibility with men in public 
: fairs,” he said. ‘‘ Let them develop, 
put them on their metal, let them take 
part and try to solve the interesting, 
engrossing, thrilling questions of the 
present day.”’

JOHN McNAMEE DEAD. 
Engineer and Contractor Who Built 


Interborough Subway in Brooklyn. 


John McNamee, .engineer, contractor 
and subway builder, died on Tuesday 
night at his home, 237 Jefferson Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, of stomach disease after 
a year’s illness. Mr. McNamee was 
born in the old Second Ward, in Brook- 
lyn, in 1842, arid as a young man he 
began to study civil engineering. When 
19 years old he found a place.in the 
Department of Public Works in the old 
City of Brooklyn, and at the end of 
fifteen years he was made assistant 
chief engineer. Mr. McNamee then left 
the department and formed a_ partner- 
ship with Edward Freel. This ‘firm 
lasted several years, and in 1885 Mr. 
McNamee started in business for him- 
self.. He built the foundations of the 
elevated railroad structures in Brooklyn, 
the Portsmouth and Suffolk: Water 
Works in ‘Virginia, and- the . Montclair 
Water Works. 

In 1903 Mr. McNamee formed the firm 
of Cranford & McNamee with Frederick 
L. and Walter Cranford, and this firm 
built the Interborough subway in Brook- 
lyn. up to the Long Island Railroad 
Station and Section 908 in the ‘Centre 
Street loop subway. Mr. McNamee re- 
tired from active business in 1909. In 
1880 Mr. McNamee : was. appointed a 
member of the Brooklyn Board of Edu- 
cation: and he was reappointed to this 
position for twenty-one years. He also 
served for three years on the State 
Prison Commission. In politics he was 
an independent Democrat, and at dif- 
ferent times he was’ mentioned for 
Mayor of Brooklyn, Borough President 
and Public Service Commissioner. 

r. McNamee was President of the 
Eagle Warehouse and Storage Company, 
a Trustee of the Kings County Trust 
Company, and member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Bedford Branch. of 
the Brooklyn Trust Company, Brevoort 
Savings Bank and National Water 
Meter Company. He is survived by 
his widow, who.was Miss Mary Burnett; 
@ son, John, Jr., and a daughter, Mrs. 
Raymond P. Sullivan. 


EDITH EATON DEAD. 


Author of Chinese Stories Under the 
Name of Sui Sin Far. 


Edith Baton, author, known in the 
East as Sui Sin Far, the ‘“‘ Chinese Lily,” 
died on Tuesday at her home in Mon- 


treal, Canada. She was the daughter of 
Edward Eaton, landscape painter, an 
intimate friend of Gen, Gordon, known 
as ‘“‘ Chinese ’’ Gorden, the English: sol- 
dier killed at Khartoum in 188. When 
a young man Mr. Eaton received $300,- 
000 and went to the Urient. _He became 
fascinated with the East, and after a 
year married a Japanese noblewoman 
who had been adopted ‘by Sir Hugh 
Matheson as a child and educated in 
England. Miss Edith Eaton was the 
oldest girl of their fourteen childreii. 
After a number of years the family re- 
turned to England. 

Financial reverses f{n that country re- 
duced the family to poverty, and Miss 
Eaton's grandfather made a place for 
her father in the banking firm of Par- 
dec, Mathescn & Son. However,’ Mr. 
Eaton soon came to this country, where 
his ‘fortunes varied. At one time he 
built a church in Jersey. City that is 
still standing; later, on being reduced 
to poverty, he.was forced to obtain 
assistance from England. ‘Eventually 
he earned a.living by painting land- 
scapes. 

Miss Eaton took up literary work at 
this time and her short stories attracted 
favorable comment. Her best known 
book is ** Mrs. Spring Fragrance.” One 
of Miss WBaton’s sisters, Mrs. Bertram 
W. Babcock of New York, is an author, 
writing under the pen name of Onoto 
Watanna.

GRO. BENTHAM, BOOK 
COLLECTOR, IS DEAD 


Ilustrator Who Was Considered 
the Greatest Silver-Print 
Artist. in This Country. 


MORGAN OFFER FOR LIBRARY | ': 


Bentham Collection of Rare Books, 
Bronzes, Ivory, and Drawings Sold 
in 1910——His Associates. 


George Bentham, famous as a book 


collector, newspaper artist and _ il- 
lustrator, died yesterday at the age 
of 64 years at the Fordham Home for 
Incurables. He was born in the north 
of Ireland and came to this country 
more than twenty-five years ago, and 
to New York about ten years ago. He 
did work for The Century Magazine and 
was for several years an artist on the 
staff of The Chicago Post. He was con- 
sidered the greatest silver-print artist 
in this country. 

Mr. Bentham began collecting books, 
curios, and art works in his youth. 
He was one of the first to rec- 
ognize the genius of William Morris as 
a ‘printer, and his collection included 
two copies of every book from the Kelm- 
scott Press. He specialized also in 
collecting the works cof Sir Edward 
Fitzgerald and everything relating to 
him. Several years ago Mr. Bentham 
issued from the De Vinne Press a vari- 
orum and definitive edition of Fitz- 
gerald in seven volumes. 

Mr. Bentham was a. school classmate 
and a life-long friend of the late Will- 
iam M. Laffan, proprietor of The New 
York Sun. Both were authorities on 
porcelains, and it was Mr. Bentham-who 
prepared the illustrated catalogue of 
the ‘porcelains in the collection of the 
late J. P. Morgan. Mr. Bentham re- 
cured $5,000 from Mr. Morgan for this 
work 

A number of years ago Mr. Morgan 
offered $35,000 for the library which 
the newspaper artist had collected. Mr. 
Bentham, who was at that time in 
good health, refused the offer. About 
eight years ago, however, Mr. Bentham 
began to grow blind, and other strokes 
of disease followed. Several years ago 
he suffered. from partial paralysis, 
which had recently grown to complete 
paralysis. He lived for some time at 
a sanitarium in Riverside, Conn., and 
two years ago moved to the Fordham 
Home _ for Incurables. . 

Mr. Bentham for the last seven years, 
though his mind was clear until the end, 
had been entirely helpless and his estate 
has been administered by three old 
friends, Herbert L. Jones, Ray Brown, 
and John A. Williams. In 1910 it was 
found necessary to sell the Bentham 
collection, which included a great num- 
ber of old and rare books, a great as- 
sembiage of letters and materiais reiat- 
ing to James McNeil Whistler, and the 
first complete collection of lWafcadio 
Hearn. The library also included many 
rare volumes from the early English 
printers collected in England and jn this 
country ‘by Mr. Bentham, who was an 
intimate friend of Bernard quaritch. 

The sale also included bronzes, ivory, 
jade, and bric-a-brac, original drawings 
by Thackeray, Charles Keene, and 
Frederick Barnard. 

Mr. Bentham js believed to have left 
a brother,: but no other relatives of 
his are known. Some of his intimate 
triends, who worked with him when he 
was active in his profession, were 
George Ade, Brand Whitlock, Freder- 
ick Upham Adams, Finley Peter Dunne, 
and John T. McCutcheon.

Board of Trade and Transportation 

_ Fears Covington Bill. 

The New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, at its regular ‘mortithly 
Meeting yesterday called upon Congress 
hot to act hastily, or without affording 
hearings, on the Covington pill creating 
an. Interstate Trade Commission. Ed- 
‘ward F. Cole, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, brought ina long re- 
port, condemning the bill for its greater 
discrimination against corporations 
than against firms. doing an interstate 
buBiness. 

“The measure was ohahiitirioes as a 
proposed piece of legislation which Gan 


the sound ahd substantial business in- 
terest of the country, nor of any con- 
siderable portion of the people. The 
report said the spirit which pervades 
the bill and gives it shape, is the spirit 
of unrest, an adnormal condition of the 
public mind which periodically finds ex- 
pression, leads sone astray, and takes 
on various forms of attack upon the 
welfare of society. It was given as the 
belief of the board that this le 
should not be rushed through Congress 
“at this session, and that Santininn should 
be given on the bill in the principal 
cities of the country. 

Resohitions were passed requesting 
Gov. Glynn, in event of a spec 8e8- 
Sion of the Legislature being called, to 
make earnest recommendations respect- 
ing legislation in regard to floods and 
river regulation. The Governor «vas also 
asked to urgée.an appropriation to protect 
the State forests against fire. The board 
gave its approval to bills - introduced 
into Congress providing for specia 
maritime signals to distinguish wrecks, 
or vessels en, in wrecking opera-
